EDITORIALS 


On a great meadow called Runnymede, near Windsor, one 
June morning in A.D. 1215 the rebellious bishops and barons 
of England awaited the arrival of oppressive King John to 
sign the concessions they had forced him to grant. On the 
same meadow last fortnight hundreds of American lawyers 
and their families watched the unveiling of an eight-columned 
monument of Portland stone, gift of the American bar, on 
the spot where King John put his royal seal to Magna Carta. 
Both gift and visit were fitting since, for America, as for 
all true democracies, Magna Carta is the fountainhead of 
liberty under law. Yet why is this so? How many today have 
ever read the Magna Carta? How many know what is in it? 
The modern reader could scrutinize every one of its 61 
clauses—ranging from relief for those who “shall have bor- 
rowed money from the Jews” to a promise to remove entirely 
“all fish weirs... from the Thames and Medway”—without 
finding much more than limited and special favors for a few. 
Nor did the rebels who extracted them seek much more. 
‘They only half understood, as Winston Churchill observed 
in his A History of the English-Speaking Peoples (Lire, 
April 2, 1956) that they were groping “in the dim light toward 
a fundamental principle,” namely, that “here is a law which 
is above the King and which even he must not break.” 
Magna Carta established no “inalienable rights” of man. 
Even four centuries later King James I could hang a thief 
without trial and Sir John Harington could write: 
new King hath hanged one man before he was tried; ti 
strangely done; now if the winde bloweth thus, why may 
aman be tried before he hath offended?” It was at the risk 
of their own necks that such great 17th Century pioneers 
of the law as Sir Edward Coke asserted such rights, but they 
built oa the precedent of Runnymede in doing so. More 
than a century later still other brave men, calling themselves 
Americans, had to risk the gallows of another English sov- 


ereign to rear an oak of freedom out of the same tiny seed- 
ling of Runnymede. Even now it is necessary for one branch

of that tree—the Supreme Court—to protect these rights 
from new encroachments. The lesson is plain: freedom is 
never fully won, but only a living, growing law prevents 
its extinetion; Magna Carta provided a principle capable of 
infinite extension. 

But how far has it been extended? Few people, taking their 
ights for granted, realize to how little of the rest of the world 
a true rule of law has spread. Communists prate nervously 
about “socialist legality” but their actions seem indistin- 
guishable from those of Peter the Great, who, on visiting 
Westminster hall in 1697, was astonished when told that 
all the busy men crowding it in wigs and gowns were 
lawyers. “Why,” he exclaimed, “I have but two in my whole 
dominion and I believe I shall hang one of them the moment 
I get home.” His remark seems as modern as today’s head- 
lines: the daily sentences of the Budapest “courts” sym- 
holize the mockery of a rule of law perverted. 

But the events in Hungary and Poland also demonstrate, 
as Britain’s Lord Chancellor, Lord Kilmuir, told the visiting 
merican lawyers last week, that the thirst for justice is 
inseparable from the human condition” and cannot be 
permanently suppressed. It has already forced, in Poland, 
reater rights for individuals, and the ripples from this stir 
a demand for them in Russia itself, Time thus seems to be 
working toward a wider spread of a rule of law. 

In fact, Attorney General Herbert Brownell told the Lon- 
don meetings (Lirt, Aug. 15) the time has come when the 
attempt should be made to establish a system of tribunals 
h would have compulsory jurisdiction over international 
A beginning could be made among those nations 
which have similar legal systems—Britain, the U.S., Latin 
America. “The emphasis in international life must shift 
from torts to contracts.” Brownell said. “We must establish 
an era where nations as well as individuals are subject to 
justice under law.” 

The echoes of Runnymede still ring. 


... AND HOW WE CAN EXTEND IT 


Decades may be required to achieve universal adherence to a 
rule of law (see above). But if it is ever achieved it will grow as 
the fruits of Magna Carta grew, out of the gradual accretions 
of precedent. In a lawless world, crimes of states against people 
are too numberless to name and the world is helpless to pre- 
vent or punish them. But there are two such notorious out- 
rages, at the moment, in which concrete steps actually can be 
taken to help advance the rule of law. We refer to the apparent 
abduction of Dr. Jestis de Galindez to the Dominican Republ 
and the unjust imprisonment of Milovan Djilas of Yugoslavia. 

‘The Galfndez case is well known. Lire (Feb. 25) itself first 
marshaled the evidence which indicated strongly that Galin- 
dez, hated and feared by Dictator Trujillo, was kidnaped in 
New York, flown out by an American charter pilot, Gerald 
Lester Murphy—and that Murphy, at least, was subsequently 
murdered. In the case of Djilas, the former number three man 
in Tito’s Communist regime dared not only to denounce 
Soviet repression in Hungary (as Tito himself did) but also 
to assert in an article written for the U.S. magazine New Leader 
that it marked “the beginning of the end” of Communism. 
For this he was imprisoned after a secret trial where no wit- 
nesses were even called. His offense: free speech. 

What can be done to advance justice in these cases? Con- 
gressman Charles Porter of Oregon, who got interested in the 
Galindez case because Pilot Murphy is from Oregon, has just 
toured Latin America and come back with a concrete program. 


He bases it on two facts: the Organization of American States 
has been losing prestige, and the U.S. has been losing con- 
fidence among democratic-mindd Latin Americans because of 
its support of dictators like Trujillo. An existing treaty be- 
tween the U.S. and the Dominican Republic, says Porter, makes 
it juridically feasible to refer the Galindez dispute—e.g., Tru- 
jillo’s refusal to allow interrogation of his ex-New York consul 
—for adjudication by the 0.A.S. To do so would strengthen 
the O.A.S., which is already an outpost of international law. 

The case of Milovan Djilas emphasizes again the crying 
need for international agreements pledging respect for the 
rights of all persons to free speech, open trials by juries, and 
the writ of habeas corpus. No such rights exist in Yugoslavia, 
although Tito tries to convince free world opinion he is mov- 
ing in the direction of democracy. 

What is needed here is a world-wide outery for “justice for 
Djilas,” as persistent and tireless as that which the Commu- 
nists organized—spuriously—for the Rosenberg spies. Tito is 
anxious to have the good opinion of British Laborites, of 
European socialists, of American liberals. All such groups 
ought to get started in relentless, drum-fire worldwide bom- 
bardment of petitions, letters and resolutions which will never 
let Tito forget that, until Djilas is free, Titoland will be sus- 
pected of Stalinism. 

Let those who wish to advance the cause of law move now 
to prosecute Trujillo and Tito before world public opinion.

STUDY FOR SURVIVAL 


Worried by the steady decline of Madagascar’s lemurs, the Paris Nat- 
ural History Museum and the International Union for Conservation 
of Nature recently sponsored a study by two French zoologists, Jean-

HOW U.S. JEWS VIEW 
JEWISH STATE 


by GEORGE STEINER 


PIP HERE is an old saying: “Take six Jews and you will find seven 
points of view.” Whatever its truth, one thing is certain: no 
one, neither former Senator Lehman nor Mr. Bernard Baruch nor the 
late Albert Einstein, could ever speak, or has ever attempted to speak, 
in the name of the 5.2 million American Jews. It cannot be done. The 
American Jewish community is too complex, too immensely varied to 
be considered as a single unit or body of opinion. There are in the 
U.S. at least a dozen major Jewish national organizations, in addition 
to United Jewish Appeal, which express varying attitudes and devote 
themselves to a wide variety of political and social ends. There are 
nearly 40 major groups concerned with different facets of Jewish cul- 
ture. In terms of religion, American Jews range from severest ortho- 
doxy to extreme reform. There is no such thing as “the American 
Jew.” There is Admiral Strauss and there is Hank Greenberg, Justice 
Frankfurter and Governor Ribicoff, Arthur Miller and Phil Silvers. 

And yet there is perhaps one generalization that can be made: of all 
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the millions of Jews in the U.S. there can be only a few who have not 
been affected, in one way or another, by the creation of Israel. They 
disagree violently about what Israel means, or should mean, to an 
American Jew. They discuss the problem of Zionism in radically dif- 
ferent ways. But wherever you meet them—whether in New York City, 
the largest Jewish community on earth, or in Los Angeles, whether 
among Jewish businessmen in Richmond or among rabbinical students 
in Chicago—you will find Israel looming large in their consciousness. 

The more extreme positions can be clearly defined. The American 
Zionist Council, which claims to have some 750,000 members, be- 
lieves that American Jews have a major stake in the survival and 
prosperity of Israel. It sees no difficulty in being loyal to the U.S. and 
giving active financial and political support to Israel, even in those 
moments when the foreign policies of President Eisenhower and Israeli 
Premier Ben-Gurion are heading in opposite directions. As spokes- 
men for the American Zionist Council see it, those very Jews who are

At the other extremes the American Council for Judaism, which 
numbers fewer than 20,000 members. This group is profoundly 
opposed to Zionism and deplores the view that American Jews 
should develop any kind of special identification with Israel.

not a nationality.” What the council seeks for Americans of Jew- 


ish faith is their “increasing civic, cultural and social integration 
into the life of the United States.” The council's argument may 
be summed up like this: those American Jews who associate them- 
selves with the cause of Israel are playing straight into the hands 
of anti-Semitism and the old myths about a “Jewish race.” Israel 
a foreign state and should be regarded as such. American Jews 
should guard against arousing latent suspicion that a Jew will 
always be a Jew first and an American secon 
that is exactly what Hitler meant when he 
bellowed attacks on “international Jewry.”

ism, whose principal spokesman h 
cn Lessing Rosenwald, nor the equally 
extreme point of view of the Zionist Council. Instead they often 
take a middle road. Organizations such as the American Jewish 
Committee, with its 26,000 members, concentrate on obtaining total 
economic and political equality for Jewish minorities throughout 
the world and on “alleviating the consequences of persecution.” 
This puts them in direct contact with Israel but does not commit 
them to active or unvarying support of Israeli policies. Neverthe- 
less, although most American Jews would find it difficult to define 
their relationship to Israel in precise words, the fact remains that 
the American Jewish community does give support to Israel, and 
with ever increasing firmness and generosity. 

‘The figures are dramatic: in 1957 the United Jewish Appeal is 
now carrying out its 19th annual campaign, and in some peacetime 
years it has raised more money than the American Red Cross. The 
total collections since 1939 have been over $1 billion. In 1948, 
when Israel achieved nationhood, U.J.A. raised $148 million. Over 
the last five years donations have totaled be $55 and § 
million a year. Contrary to general supposition, the money doy 
not go directly into the treasury of Israel. It is used to help needy 
Jews everywhere in the world. Most of it, however, helps new 
immigrants reach Israel and provides them with a minimum fod 
hold once they get there. And because of that connection the 
history of UJ.A. is a sensitive index to the extent of pro-Israel 
feeling among American Jews. 

But the American Jews are doing far more than simply helping 
persecuted Jews from Morocco, Hungary and Egypt start a new 
life in the factories of Tel Aviv or on the farms of Galilee. They are 
investing in the future of Israel as such, Over the past five years 
‘Americans have bought more than one million State of [srael 
bonds to the value of about $300 million. Already bondholders 
have collected about $17 million in interest. Finally, there is a 
growing amount of private American investment in Israeli enter- 
prises, ranging from breweries to oil well: 

One further fact should be emphasized: whenever Israel is in 
danger, American Jews increase their support. On Sept. 27, 1955 
Moscow concluded its arms deal with Nasser and in that same 
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autumn the crisis in North Africa made it imperative for Moroccan 
Jews to flee to Israel. At once the American Jewish community 
responded and funds poured into U.J.A. The same was true during 
the fall and winter of 1956-57. When Premier Ben-Gurion openly 
opposed President Eisenhower and Secretary of State Dulles over 
the occupation of Egyptian territory, some experts believed that 
American Jews would bide their time and hesitate before contribut- 
ing—even indirectly—to a nation at odds with their own. The con- 
trary happened: on a single day during the crisis U.J.A. received 
pledges totaling over $2 million. During the same period the sale 
of bonds rose markedly, That was the answer of American Jews to 
the threat of economic sanctions against Israel. 

Why is it that millions of American Jews support the general 
cause of Israel even though they may not feel themselves commit- 
ted to the historical tradition and politics of Zionism? Upon what 
emotional urges are they acting? 

Here again one must guard against generalizations. There may be 
as many answers as there are individual Jews in the U.S. All one 
can do is to outline the broader psychological patterns. 


The status of Jews in America 


EWS have achieved in the U.S. a position higher than that 

reached by Jews as a group in most other countries. They have 
contributed distinguished members to the President’s Cabinet and 
to the Supreme Court. There are, at present, two Jewish senators, 
Javits and Neuberger, and there are a number of Jewish congre: 
men, several of whom hold high-ranking committee positions. 
Connecticut has a Jewish governor; Jews occasionally represent thi 
U.S. in important embassies abroad. Moreover, the economic power 
of the American Jews is great in proportion to their number, thongs 
difficult to measure exactly. It extends from some of the most ac 
investment banking firms in Wall Street through important indu 
tries such as the manufacture and distribution of garments to a 
significant influence in the media of mass communication—radio, 
motion picture and television companies and certain influential 
newspapers. The Jews are undeniably the most prosperous and polit- 
ically conscious minority in the U.S. 

But the key word in that statement is “minority.” For many an 
American Jew still feels the sting of discrimination. And precisely 
because they have achieved so much, such Jews are doubly sensitive 
to the many barriers still in their way. Even in the U.S. a Jew 
sometimes meets with attitudes and prohibitions that have haunted 
his people since their dispersal from ancient Israel. There are com- 
munities and residential areas in which a Jew is not allowed to 
build his home. There are jobs in politics, industry and academic 
life to which he cannot aspire. There are clubs to which he will not 
be admitted. Some schools and universities allow only a strict 
quota of Jewish studen 

American anti-Semitism is scarcely as virulent as it was a ge 
eration or two ago, But it can still be found, And because of its 
existence alongside the many ameliorations of Jewish life in the 
U.S., the American Jew sometimes resents his minority status 
all the more fervently. 

‘This is where his attitude toward Israel enters the picture. After 
millennia of persecution or grudging tolerance in alien lands, Jews 
can once again look to a place on the earth where they rule. Pre- 
mier Ben-Gurion has restored to the imagination of Jews every- 
where something of the Mosaic image—the proud remembrance of 
a time when Israel was a majestic people which gave Western man 
his greatest book and his major religions. The day Israel offered, 
with a perfectly straight face, to exchange 5,800 captured Egyp- 
tians for four captured Israelis, there was not a Jew who read about 
it without carrying his head a little higher. Somehow Israel’s vie- 
tories and growing prosperity are mirrored in the image that a Jew 
has of himself. Even in the U.S. his own life gains something in 
stature and self-respect. 

‘Two historical facts have crystallized this attitude: the death of 
six million Jews in German gas ovens and the emergence of Israel 
to national independence. In a very real sense each Jew, wherever 
he may live. carries with him a piece of that yellow star which 
European Jews were forced to wear under the rule of the Gestapo. 
“There but for the grace of God go I and my family” is what 
many an American Jew said to himself. And out of the horror 
grew the sense of community, the awareness that being a Jew 
is something strangely different {rom merely belonging to a par- 
ticular religious denomination. One did not need to know Hebrew 
to quality for Buchenwald. 

Then in 1948 Israel became a nation. This could not compensate 
for the near destruction of European and Russian Judaism, But it 
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rond life for those who had survived the inferno of 
Hitle ‘ope and a potential haven for those who might find 
themselves in peril of future persecution. 

Pride and a reawakened sense of historical tradition combine in 
complex ways to explain the pro-Israel sentiments of the over- 
whelming majority of American Jews. That these sentiments exist 
and that they are expressed in terms of tremendous financial sup- 
port for Israel is clear. But does this | mean that the 5.2 million Jews 
in the United States influence American policy toward Israel? That 
is an extremely difficult and controversial question, The prob- 
lem is that “influence” is an intangible substance and that it 
is nearly impossible to say with certainty of any given act of 
American foreign policy whether it has or has not been undertaken 
as a result of Jewish pressure.

the Jewish vote to carry New York State. But other observers di 
agree and contend that American Jews vote not as Jews but 
Democrats or Republicans, as inhabitants of Boston or San Diego, 
as white collar workers or manual laborers. Hinally, there are po- 
litical scientists who believe that we lack adequate statistics to show 
whether there is in fact such a thing as the “Jewish vote” or 
whether it is simply a myth which politicians still believe in. 

We do not, admittedly, have enough in‘ormation on American 
electoral trends and voting habits to give a definitive answer. But 
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nal politicians regard a measure of pro-Zionism as a law of 


survival. In close presidential and congressional elections New 
York and other urban centers in which Jews are concentrated may 
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determine the margin of victory. Hence both the Democrats and 
the Republicans include more or less specific endorsements of 
Israel in their party platforms. Furthermore it is plain that fre- 
quently Jews tend to vote for a Jewish candidate irrespective of 
his party. This seems to be a factor of such importance that it 
holds true even for Jewish candidates whose party happens to 
be opposed to Israel’s foreign policy. To give one recent example, 
Republican senatorial candidate Jacob Javits won in New York 
State over his non-Jewish opponent last November, even though 
President Eisenhower’s Administration was, at that precise mo- 
ment, demanding that Israel withdraw from Egypt, and even though 
Secretary Dulles was weighing the use of economic sanctions 
against the Ben-Gurion government. 

But the Jewish politician is obviously the special case. Where 
he is given a choice of non-Jewish candidates, the Jewish voter 
will decide not solely on the basis of the respective party platforms 
on Israel, but he will definitely take these into account. Politicians 
know it and act upon their knowledge. This emerged dramatically 
during the congressional debates over economic sanctions. Sen- 
ators Ives and Javits opposed such sanctions, at least in part, pre- 
sumably, with an eye toward their New York State constituents. 
Senator Knowland’s position was more complicated: not only does 
California have a fairly large Jewish population, but for a man with

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presidential ambitions the opinion of American Jews could become 
very important, The same thought may well have struck Senator 
Lyndon Johnson of Texas. Johnson is one of the top leaders in the 
Democratic party and the Democrats have a tradition of regarding 
Jewish support as necessary for national victory. 

It should not be overlooked that the American Jewish commu- 
nity makes itself heard not only at the polls. There are a great 
many Jewish writers, impresarios and performers—men skilled in 
presenting ideas and summoning emotions. Whenever Israel is 
threatened, the voice of Jewish feeling is heard eloquently in 
the full-page advertisements of leading newspapers and over the 
loudspeakers at well-attended rallies in New York’s huge Madison 
Square Garden. This flair for public relations must be taken into 
account when one tries to say just how much pressure, political 
and indirect, American Jews can bring to bear on Washington 
officials in defense of Israel. 

Had the United Nations voted for economic sanctions against 
Israel during the winter of 1956-57 and had President Eisenhower 
gone along with that decision, there would have been a fasci- 
nating showdown. Then one might have seen just how influen- 
tial the feelings of American Jews are and how far politicians in 
Washington are willing to go to satisfy those feelings. But the 
marshaling of forces never took place. 


Some changes in official attitudes 

LL the available evidence suggests, however, that the capacity 

of American Jews to influence U.S. policy toward Israel was 

not so great as the Arabs fear and certainly not so great as many 

ro-Zionists would like to believe. This makes it possible to under- 

stand the changes in emphasis in official attitudes toward Israel 

which have occurred in Washington since the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration took over in 1953. 

Both because of the considerable importance which they at- 
tached to the “Jewish vote” and through personal beliefs, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and President Truman pursued an openly pro- 
Israel policy in the Middle East. The Arabs have never forgiven Mr. 
Truman for taking only 11 minutes to recognize the new state of 
Israel on the very day it achieved national sovereignty. But in 
so doing, the President was simply heralding the successful ac- 
complishment of a dream which the Democratic party had always 
viewed with sympathy. 

In Republican Washington the atmosphere is rather different. 
Not that the fundamental policy has been reversed: as Mr. Dulles 
assured some congressmen on Feb. 6, 1956, U.S. foreign policy 
continues to regard “the preservation of the State of Israel” a 
a matter of high priority. And President Eisenhower himself 1s 
said time and again that the U.S. would not allow Israel to be swept 
into the sea or be economically strangled. But—and this is the 
crucial point—Israel no longer enjoys a unique position in State 
Department atlases. The Arab world has come to loom much larger, 
and the present Administration prides itself on its ability to look 
on Arab-Israeli conflicts with impartialit:

have given President Eisenhower a good measure of support despite 
his Middle Eastern policies; and above all, President Eisenhower and 
Secretary Dulles regard the Arab world as strategically vital in the 
larger struggle against Russian penetration and expansion. If the 
Arabs turn to Russia out of hatred of Israel and of Israel's Western 
allies, then, argues the President, a vital area of the world may 
be lost to us and World War III may become inevitable. Hence 
the insistence of the that Israel evacuate Gaza and Aqaba; 
hence the early American support for Colonel Nasser; and hence 
the Eisenhower Middle East Doctrine. 

Finally, the White House and the State Department believe that 
the fanatical antagonism of the Arabs toward Israel is perpetuated 
by the economic ‘backwardness of the Arab nations. If the Arabs 
are to see the continued existence of Israel with a saner and more 
mature vision, their economic lot must be improved, the prob- 
lem of their 900,000 refugees must be solved to their satisfaction 
and their genuine fear of Israeli aggrandizement must be allayed. 
Moreover, as Assistant Secretary of State Allen put it in January 
1956, the Israelis “cannot expect to have indefinitely, plane for 
plane, and gun for gun, as large an armaments position as that 
of 40 million Arabs.” 


Suez, Saud and ships 


T E havebeen the principles of the Fisenhower policy toward 
rael and they explain many of the events of last winter, It 
is easy to see that they run counter to the hopes and wi 
pro-Zionists in America. And many American Jews who would not 
regard themselves as committed to Zionism also deplored the 
President's policy on the Suez invasion and his welcome to 
King Saud. They tend to feel that it is naive to trust to the good 
intentions of the Arab leaders and that in the final analysis Israel 
is the only true democracy—and the only true U.S. ally—in the 
Middle East, Above all, they argue that it was folly to clear the Suez, 
Canal without insisting at the same time on free passage for Israeli 
ships. As one observer wrote in the Jewish monthly, Commentary, 
"When the ‘integrity and independence’ of a petty kingdom like 
Jordan is officially declared to be ‘vital’ to American interests, 
while at the same time Egyptian dictation is accepted at Suez, one 
may wonder whether the policymakers have a clear sense of the 
relative importance of the issues at stake.” 

But whatever the merits of the case, it is plain that the foreign 
policies of the Eisenhower Administration are fairly immune to 
pressure from American Jews. Perhaps one could sum up the 
whole complex situation in this way: under a Democratic admin- 
istration our policies toward Israel tend to be influenced by the 
effect that they will have on the U.S. domestic scene. When Repub- 
licans are in the White House, our policies tend to be influenced 
more by the over-all world situation and less by the effect that 
they will have at home. 

The question of U.S. relations with Israel is always one of rela- 
tive emphasis and will continue to be so as long as there are 40 m 
lion Arabs in the strategic Middle East confronting 1.6 million 
Jews in Israel—and 5.2 million Jews in America. This is what Mr. 
Hal Lehrman, a shrewd student of American-Israeli relations, may 
have meant when he said that U.S. policies toward Israel ne 
sarily had in them something of a “split personality.”
